No. 55-ITC(PN)/71. —The terms and conditions governing the issuance of Im¬ 
port licences under the French Credit 1970-71 as given, in Appendix to this Public 
Notice are notified for the information of the trade. 

Appendix 

Licensing• Conditions Under the French Credit 1970-71 
Applicable to non-project imports both in the private and public sectors and 
projects in the public sector only 

1. Firm CIF, or C & F, orders must be placed on the suppliers in France, 
within four months from the date of issue of the licence, which will have an 
initial validity of 12 months. If orders are not placed within four months, the 
procedure Indicated in the Public Notice No. 29-ITC(PN)/70, dated the Btb 
February, 1970 should be followed. 
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2. No remittance from India are permissible under the iicence(s) issued under 
the credit, except in terms of condition 7 infra, 

3. The terms and conditions get out below should be provided for in the con¬ 
tracts suitably to make them eligible for being financed under the French Credit: — 

(i) That the contract is subject to the approval of the Indian and French 

authorities concerned for financing under the French credit in terms 
of the Indo-French Financial Protocol, dated the 21st January, 1971, 
according to which the French credit would be a combination of a 
French Treasury loan and a Buyers’ credit from both of which each 
contract would be financed equally. 

(ii) That the suppliers, or their banks, would upto the first 50 per cent of 

the value of the contract be paid from the French Treasury Loan and 
for the remaining 50 per cent would be paid from the Buyers’ Credit. 

(til) That the suppliers should present the payment documents prescribed in 
each contract, an illustrative list of which Is furnished below. In 
quadruplicate (this may be increased if the importer needs more than 
one set) to the Banque Nationale De Paris, 16, Boulevard des Italions, 
Paris 9e, who would arrange for making the necessary payment itself, 
or through any other agency in France. 


Illustrative list of documents. 

Commercial invoice for the value of the equipment shipped and for details 
of any down payments or prefinancing charges, as the case may be. 

Complete set of clean on board ocean bills of lading 

With packing lists where applicable. Certificates, if any, prescribed in the 
contract. 

Written attestation from the suppliers alongwith necessary customs documents, 

certifying 

that he has compiled with the percentage of foreign expenses authorised bv 
the French Administration, 

Any other document(s) 

(iv) That the contract value should be broken down Into for FOB cost, freight 
and insurance, separately. 

(v) That the terms of payment, i-e. payment to be made upon the contract 
becoming effective, as and when shipments take place, or as and when 
services are completed, are set out In details showing the schedule of 
deliveries and payments. 


The Importers may arrange for obtaining any customary guarantees that may bo 
necessary for safeguarding their interests. 


4. The following Important points; should be kept in view while finalising 
contracts— 

(a) Value limits for orders .—The value of each contract should not be less 
than French Francs 5 million (Rs. 67.50 lakhs) in respect of equip¬ 
ment, n achinery etc., unless otherwise specified in any particular case 
and Frec"h Francs 50,000 (Rs. 97,500) for other items of import. 

(b.l Down paymet.** —Any payments to be made either on contracting, or 
at any stage prior to delivery, can be for an amount as jnay be 
mutually agreed between the buyers and the sellers In accordance 
with the normal International commercial practice In regard to this 
matter for the particular type of goods concerned. However, an advance 
of 5 per cent of the price of the supplies will be payable at the time 
of placing orders. The down payment would be payable to the French 
Suppliers or their bankers from the French Treasury Loan referred to 
in 3(H) above.

Where an amount higher than 5 par cent has to be paid, the prior approval 
of the Government of India should be obtained with full justification 
before any commitments are made 

(r) In respect of contracts for industrial projects, it is permissible to restrict 
the payments to the Suppliers to two stages viz. the down payment 
on the contract becoming effective and the balance at the time of last 
shipment of equipment, or at the completion of erection or when the 
plant is ready to start (according to the type of the project) 

5 Within a fortnight of the p acing of the order, the licensee should send In 
duplicate, the information Indicated In Annexure I. with ten certified copies of 
the contract and a valid Bank Guarantee (vide para 6 be^ow) to the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WEI Section), North Block Central 
Secretariat, New Delhi If the contract is eligible for financing under the French 
Credit and all the documents, including the Bank Guarantee, are in order, the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) may notify it tl Ota (loun¬ 
ge lor for Economic Aifairs, Embassy of France, New Delhi. 

The contract will be deemed to have become effective 20 days after such noti¬ 
fication, prcvided no objection is raised by the Embassy of France within that 
period 

6 Payments to the supp iers from the French Treasury loan and the Buyers 
credit will be made through Banque Nationale De Paris or any other agency in 
France on the basis of letters of authori'nt on Issued by the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, P'epartment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance Such letters of 
authorisation will be issued only after a valid Bank Guarantee (as in the form 
enclosed as Annexure II), Is received from a Scheduled Bank, authorised t n deal 
In foreign exchange covering the value of each contract Importers in the Piivate 
Sector should therefore furnish such Bank guarantees to the Ministry ol Finance 
(Department of Economic Aflars), alongwith the letter In Annexure I, vide con¬ 
dition 5 above 

Note —No Bank guarantee would be required in the case of Public Sector lm 
porters However, they should send a letter, as in Anrexiue I Such a 
letter wou d also be necessnry from Departments ol the Cential Gov¬ 
ernment and State Governments ('Including State Electricity Boards) 
with suitable modifications as suggested in the specimen at Annexure I

In addition, interest at 8 per 
cent per annum for the actual period between date of payment to the foreign sup¬ 
pliers and the date of deposit of rupee equivalent shall also be paid into the Gov¬ 
ernment account. The rupee equivalents will be calcmated at the Composite rate 
of the French Franc: Rs. 1:364. This rate is subject to revision if and when the 
IMF parity rate of exchange undergoes a change. 

7(5). It will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank to arrange for the deposit 
of these amounts before the original documents are handed over to the Importers- 

7(6). In respect of imports made by me Departments of Central and State Gov¬ 
ernments (Including Stale Electricity Boards) the documents will be sent direct to 
the Importers who will ensure that their respective Accounts Officers promptly 
accept the debits, as and when raised by A.G.C.R-, on the basis of advices issued by 
the Ministry of Finance. The procedure of making cash deposits will not apply in 
their cases. 

8(1) Deposits may be made either at the Reserve Bank of India. New Delhi or 
the State Bank of India, Delhi or remitted by means of a demand draft from the 
local branch of the State Bank of India or Its subsidiaries drawn on and made 
payable to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 tor credit to the 
Central Government account in terms of Import Trade Control Public Notice No 
233-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 24th October.
